Jury trial reset in Floyd County pain clinic case

PIKEVILLE — A former Floyd County 
pain clinic doctor charged with federal drug 
offenses indicated in court papers that he 
wanted to be rearraigned did not plead guilty 
Monday in federal court as anticipated. 

Dr. Stephen C. Arny’s attorney filed a 
motion Friday in U.S. District Court at Pikev- 
ille asking to be rearraigned “pursuant to a plea 
agreement” with federal prosecutors. U.S. 
Magistrate Judge Edward B . Atkins scheduled 
Arny’s rearraignment for Monday. 



But Arny did not plead guilty Monday as 
expected, according to court documents. 

Atkins said in court papers that, “upon 
reviewing the essential elements contained in 
the proposed plea agreement, the Court finds 
that the Defendant did not establish a sufficient 
factual basis.” He then rescheduled Arny’s jury 
trial for next Monday. 

U.S. District Judge Amul R. Thapar, who 
noted that Arny “did not plead today,” sched- 
uled a status conference for Tuesday to address 
the issue. Details of the hearing, which was 
scheduled for 3 p.m., were not available at 
press time Tuesday afternoon. 



In May, Thapar granted a federal prosecu- 
tor’s motion to have separate trials for Arny 
and a co-defendant, Dr. Emmanuel Galang 
Acosta, ordering that Arny be tried first and 
that his trial would begin June 16 in federal 
court in Pikeville. 

In his May 19 order, the judge “agreed to 
accommodate a short continuance if needed to 
ensure Dr. Arny’s counsel can adequately 
adjust preparation in light of the severance” of 
the two defendants. 

Arny’s attorney, Stephen W. Owens of 
Pikeville, filed a motion May 21 to continue 
the trial, and Thapar granted the request Fri- 



day, rescheduling the proceedings for July 14. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Roger W. West 
asked in a May 15 motion to severe the trials 
of the two doctors, saying prior statements by 
Arny that will be introduced at trial would 
“appear to prejudice” Acosta. 

Arny provided a written statement to the 
Kentucky Board of Medical Licensure when 
he was “faced with allegations of the improper 
practice of medicine,” West said in the motion, 
adding that the statement “makes certain 
admissions that are relevant to the charges in 
this indictment.” In addition, Arney provided a 
post-arrest statement that “made more admis- 
sions and more inculpatory statements,” West 
said.

Sex case 
heads list of 
Lawrence 
indictments

LOUISA - The Lawrence County 
Grand Jury issued nine indictments 
Thursday, including one for an elderly 
man charged with sex offenses involv- 
ing a child less than 12 years of age. 

Harold Keith Shannon, 65, of Loui- 
sa, is charged with first-degree sodomy, 
use of a minor under 16 years of age in 
a sexual performance, promoting a 
minor under 16 in a sexual perfor- 
mance, possession/view matter portray- 
ing a sexual performance by a minor 
and first-degree unlawful transaction 
with a minor. 

According to the indictment, on or 
about the summer of 2008, Shannon 
allegedly knowingly and unlawfully 
engaged in deviate sexual intercourse 
with a child less than 12 years old. On 
or about Dec. 13, 2013, through June 3, 
Shannon allegedly induced a minor to 
engage in a sexual performance, namely 
the production of various photos of her 
sexual parts; directed, produced or pro- 
moted a child less than 16 to engage in 
the production of various photos of her 
sexual parts, possessed various photos 
of a minor child and he knowingly 
induced, assisted or caused a child 
under the age of 16 to engage in illegal 
sexual activity. 

Others named in true bills were: 

• Robert C. Music, 46, of Louisa, 
charged in two separate indictments. 

In the first indictment, Music is 
charged with third-degree burglary and

Region’s coal production 
dropped 19 percent, report says

FRANKFORT — Eastern Kentucky’s coal pro- 
duction dropped 19 percent in 2013 and resulted in 
the region losing its title as the state’s top coal-pro- 
ducing area, according to a new state report. 

The 2014 edition of “Kentucky Coal Facts” 
shows that Eastern Kentucky produced 39.8 million 
tons of coal last year, which is the region’s lowest 
level since 1962. 

By contrast, West Kentucky’s coal production 
decreased by only 2.8 percent in 2013 to 40.9 mil- 
lion tons, making it the state’s top producer. 



This is the first time since 1911 that Eastern 
Kentucky hasn’t led the state in tons of coal pro- 
duced. 

“Eastern Kentucky production has declined by 
63 percent since the year 2000, and by 70 percent 
since peak production at 131 million tons in 1990,” 
the report says. 

Coal production statewide was down 11.8 per- 
cent in 2013 to 80.5 million tons, which is its lowest 
level since 1963. 

Union County is the state’s top coal county at 
13.3 million tons, while Pike County is the second

STAFFORDSVILLE - Three 
people were arrested Sunday in con- 
nection with a marijuana growing 
operation after the Johnson County 
Sheriff’s Office responded to a tip 
about children possibly being 
exposed to drugs at a Staffordsville 
residence. 

Shalious Hall, Elizabeth G. 
Lemaster and Kyle B. Lemaster are 
charged with cultivation of marijua- 
na less than five plants, possession 



of marijuana, possession of drug 
paraphernalia and two counts of 
endangering the welfare of a minor. 

According to a press release 
issued by the sheriff’s office, deputy 
Byron Fairchild responded to the 
complaint and upon his arrival 
smelled an odor that appeared to be 
marijuana coming from inside the 
residence.

According to the indictment, 
on or before June 9, Music alleg- 
edly knowingly and unlawfully 
entered a building owned by 
Walmart Inc. located on US 23 in 
Louisa with the intent to commit 
the crime of theft and he is also a 
previously convicted felon. 

In the second indictment, 
Music is charged with theft by 
unlawful taking over $500 (shop- 
lifting); third-degree assault; 
first-degree fleeing/evading; 
first-degree wanton endanger- 
ment, first-degree possession of a 
controlled substance; possession/ 
use dmg paraphernalia; operat- 
ing a motor vehicle under the 
influence of alcohol/drugs, first 
offense within five years; operat- 
ing on a suspended license; fail- 
ure of owner to maintain regis- 
tered insurance, first offense;

Rowe is also a previously 
convicted felon, according to the 
indictment.

Williamson is charged in 
another incident of receiving sto- 
len property over $500 and Wil- 
liamson and Salyers are also 
additionally charged with anoth- 
er incident of receiving stolen 
property under $500/complicity. 

According to the indictments, 
on or before May 25, William- 
son, Betzner and Salyers were 
allegedly knowingly and unlaw-

Patrick Williamson also

In addition, Patrick William- 
son and Salyers, acting alone or 
in complicity with each other, 
were allegedly knowingly and 



unlawfully in possession of a 
Kindle Fire valued at $200, sto- 
len from Freda Williamson. 

• Julius Arthur Marcum, 57, 
of Fort Gay, W.Va., charged with 
theft by unlawful taking over 
$500 and second-degree persis- 
tent felony offender. 

According to the indictment, 
on or about May 23, Marcum 
allegedly took or exercised con- 
trol over movable property of 
another with the intent to deprive 
the owner thereof, said property 
consisting of a grill valued at 
$1,000 and a patio set valued at 
$450 belonging to Rent-2-Own 
of Louisa. He is also a previously 
convicted felon, the indictment 
says.

Johnson Grand Jury to hear case 
of attempted break-in at church

THELMA - The names of 
two men who were allegedly 
involved in the attempted break- 
in at East Side Freewill Baptist 
Church in the Thelma commu- 
nity of Johnson County are being 
withheld pending a grand jury 
indictment. 

According to a press release 
by the Johnson County Sheriff’s 
Office on Monday, the office 
received an anonymous call 
regarding suspicious activity at 
East Side Freewill Baptist 
Church Saturday night around 
10 p.m. The caller stated that two 
men were acting “questionably” 
walking around the church and 
possibly attempting to break in. 



Deputy Byron Fairchild 
responded, and upon his arrival 
found Constable Bob Hyden and 
several members of the commu- 
nity at the scene to offer assis- 
tance. 

Hyden advised Fairchild that 
the suspects had fled the scene 
on foot, but had left their vehicle, 
a Chevy Trailblazer, behind. 

“The perpetrators had cut the 
church’s air conditioning unit 
hoses loose from the church in 
an attempt to steal it,” the release 
said. “The perpetrators had fled 
the scene and could not be locat- 
ed at the time of the incident, but 
a search of the Trailblazer left 
behind allowed Fairchild to 
identify two suspects.” 

The two suspects are facing 
charges of first-degree criminal 



mischief and attempted theft by 
unlawful taking over $500 (felo- 
ny). They will also be asked to 
make restitution to the church, 
the release said. 

The sheriff’s office that 
church pastor Harry Frisby, 
Hyden and residents of Thelma 
for helping to halt the actions of 
these subjects, the release also 
said.

largest producer at 11 million 
tons, the report says. 

Profiles of each coal-pro- 
ducing county in Kentucky 
show that in the Big Sandy 
region: 

• Lawrence County had 
eight active mines in 2013 
that produced 643 ,000 tons of 
coal, an increase of 171 per- 
cent over 2012. Fifty-eight 
percent of the coal came from 
surface-mining operations. 

“Coal mining in Lawrence 
County has historically been 
through surface operations,” 
the report says, “though both 
underground and surface min- 
ing have grown in recent 
years.” 

Lawrence County had 145 



full-time coal employees in 
2013, an increase from 83 in 
2012. 

All of the steam coal pro- 
duced in Lawrence County 
was shipped to the Kenneth C. 
Coleman plant in Hancock 
County, the report says. In 

2012, Lawrence County 
shipped 22,000 tons to Crys- 
tal River Energy Complex. 

• Johnson County, which 
had six active mines, pro- 
duced 331,000 tons of coal in 

2013, a 1.1 percent increase. 
“Johnson County’s coal 

industry employed 75 people 
full-time in 2013 — a 10 per- 
cent increase from 2012 as a 
result of an increase in prepa- 
ration plant employment,” the 
report says. “Surface mine 
sites were the largest source 
of mining employment in the 



county during 2013.” 

• Martin County had seven 
working mines in 2013 that 
produced 2.9 million tons of 
coal, a decrease of 16.7 per- 
cent from 2012. Coal produc- 
tion in the county has dropped 
7.3 annually since a high of 
11.7 million tons in 1996, 
according to the report. 

A total of 652 people were 
employed full-time in Martin 
County mines in 2013, a loss 
of 69 jobs since 2012. 

Power plants in North Car- 
olina received 38.1 percent of 
Martin County’s coal in 2013. 

• Twenty-two active mines 
in Floyd County produced 2.4 
million tons of coal in 2013. 
Sixty-two percent of the coal 
came from underground 
mines, the report says, 
“though historical production 



Court denies latest appeal by man 
convicted in 2014 bank robbery

FRANKFORT - The 
Kentucky Court of Appeals 
Friday upheld a lower-court 
ruling denying a new trial for 
a man who was convicted for 
his involvement in a 2004 
Johnson County bank robbery. 

The appeals court said 
Johnson Circuit Judge John 
David Preston properly denied 
Brian Benton’s motion alleg- 
ing his trial counsel was inef- 
fective for failing to present 
the testimony of two witnesses 
and for failing to advise him of 
his Sixth Amendment right to 
testify at trial. Preston denied 
the motion without an eviden- 
tiary hearing. 

The Court of Appeals said 
that Benton failed to provide 
specifics as to what the wit- 
nesses would have testified to, 
saying it “cannot conclude 
that the trial court erred in 
denying an evidentiary hear- 
ing.” 



The court also said the 
constitutional issue should 
have been addressed in Ben- 
ton’s direct appeal, which 
upheld his conviction. 

Benton, 38, was convicted 
of first-degree complicity to 
armed robbery, complicity to 
receiving stolen property, and 
second-degree persistent felo- 
ny offender charges in connec- 
tion with the July 12, 2004, 
heist of Citizens National 
Bank’s Richmond Village 
branch. 

Then-Paintsville Police 
Chief Larry Vanhoose said at 
the time that Benton had taken 
between $10,000 and $15,000 
in what was described by Van- 
Hoose as a “well-planned” 
robbery. 

Benton was given a 
20-year prison sentence for 
the offenses. 

Jimmy Cornette Sr. of 
Tomahawk, who was tried 
alongside Benton, was acquit- 
ted of all charges.

liamsport, had the charges 
against him dismissed without 
prejudice after the only wit- 
ness who could link him to the 
crime died. 

Benton is serving his sen- 
tenced at the Kentucky State 
Penitentiary at Eddyville.

“Additionally, there is an 
expert opinion that Defendant 
engaged in the unlawful prac- 
tice of medicine that has been 
the subject of several pre-trial 
pleadings,” West said in the 
motion.

Two women get

LOUISA - Two women 
charged in connection with 
adult abuse or exploitation 
$300 or more were sen- 
tenced in Lawrence Circuit 
Court Friday after entering a 
plea agreement with the 
commonwealth’s attorney’s 
office.

LOUISA - Final sentencing 
is scheduled Aug. 8, in Law- 
rence Circuit Court for Shawn 
Fitzpatrick, charged in connec- 
tion with receiving stolen prop- 
erty involving a firearm. 

Fitzpatrick entered a plea 
deal June 27 with the common- 
wealth’s attorney’s office and 
entered his plea Friday. In 
exchange for a guilty plea, he 
was offered five years’ pretrial 
diversion on the condition that 
he pay restitution in the amount 
of $70 to victim John Rowe by 
Sept. 1. 

Fitzpatrick, 18, was indicted 
in April along with Ronnie Brett 
Shannon, 18, Tammy Evans, 42, 
and Jacquilin Smith, all of Lou- 
isa, and James Z. Howard, 18, of 
Viper. 

Fitzpatrick’s charges include 
receiving stolen property (fire- 
arm)/complicity; tampering 
with physical evidence and first- 
degree wanton endangerment. 

According to the indict- 
ments, on or before March 7, 
Fitzpatrick, Shannon, Evans, 
and Smith, allegedly acting 
alone or in complicity with each 
other, were knowingly and 
unlawfully in possession of a 
Hi-Point semi-automatic 9mm 
caliber handgun with a value of 
$140 stolen from John Rowe of 
Louisa. 

Fitzpatrick, Shannon and 
Evans, also allegedly knowingly 
and unlawfully concealed, 
destroyed, defaced or altered 
physical evidence that they felt 
would be used against them in 
an official proceeding, the 
indictment said. 

Evans is also a previously 
convicted felon and was alleg- 
edly in possession of a Hi-Point 
semi-automatic 9mm caliber 
handgun, the indictment said. 

Fitzpatrick also knowingly 
and unlawfully manifested 
extreme indifference to human 
life by engaging in conduct 
which creates substantial danger 
of serious physical injury or 
death to another person by firing 
a handgun at Smith, the indict- 
ment also said.

5 Tips to 
Extend Your 
Battery

Take a picture. Send a 
text. Play a game. Check 
email. Make a call. Get 
directions. Then, all this 
threatens to stop cold in an 
instant. 

A smartphone or tablet's 
low battery warning is the 
only warning that most peo- 
ple take seriously. A dead 
battery doesn't have to hap- 
pen to you. Turning off a 
few features and changing 
some settings can give your 
gadget's battery life a dra- 
matic boost. 

1. Let there be (less) 
light 

One of the biggest bat- 
tery drains is your gadget's 
screen, especially for larger 
smartphones. The longer the 
screen is on and the brighter 
it is, the faster your battery 
goes. That makes sense. 
Something has to power 
those pixels. 

Android, iOS and Win- 
dows Phone automatically 
adjust the screen's bright- 
ness for you based on two 
things: the light in the room 
and how long the screen has 
been on. Take control back. 

Try setting the screen as 
dark as you can stand it and 
still read a text. Darkening 
the screen, by the way, is 
common among teenagers. 
It makes it really hard for 
Mom and Dad to see what's 
showing on their phone or 
tablet. 

In iOS, go to 
Settings»Wallpapers & 
Brightness. Set it to manual 
and turn down the bright- 
ness to the lowest level you 
can comfortably use the 
gadget. 

You can also tell the 
screen how quickly to turn 
off when you aren't using 
the gadget. The faster it 
shuts down, the more power 
you save. Go to 
S etting s»Gener al» Auto - 
Lock to adjust the timer. 

For Android, go to 
Settings»Display and tap 
Brightness. Uncheck "Auto- 
matic brightness" and adjust 
the slider. Then go to 
"Screen timeout" below it to 
adjust how fast the screen 
shuts off. 

On some phones, you 
can also swipe down from 
the top of the screen and the 
brightness controls will be 
above the notification area. 

For Windows Phone, 
swipe left from the Start 
screen and tap 
Settings»B rightness. Turn 
off automatic brightness 
and choose either "low," 
"medium" or "high" bright- 
ness. You'll want "low" as 
long as the phone is still 
usable. 

2. Turn off the signals 

Your gadgets do a lot of 

communicating in the back- 
ground. They're checking 
for things like new emails, 
text messages, Wi-Fi sig- 
nals, Bluetooth signals, 
your location and more. 

This activity does a 
number to drain battery life, 
so you want to turn off 
whatever you aren't using. 

For iOS 7, go to Control 
Center - just swipe up from 
the bottom of the screen. 
There, you can turn off Wi- 
Fi and Bluetooth. If you 
don't use AirDrop - it lets 
you share files and photos 
with other Apple users - 
turn it off, too. Control Pan- 
el and AirDrop are both fea- 
tures you should be using 
when you do have a charged 
battery. Visit http://www. 
komando .com/tips/ 12367/ 
ios-7-5-good-things-and-5- 
bad-things to learn more 
about them. 

Some Android gadgets 
have home- screen widgets 
to control Wi-Fi, etc. Others 
let you swipe down from 
the top of the screen for 
quick- access buttons. Oth- 
erwise, you can go to 
Settings»Wireless & Net- 
works to turn off Wi-Fi and 
Bluetooth. 

In Windows Phone, go 
to the App list and tap

becoming a Work Ready 
Community. Her passion for 
Martin County to become a 
Work Ready Community 
showed throughout her pre- 
sentation. She stressed to the 
interns that in order to become 
a Work Ready Community, 
Martin County as a whole 
must come together and show 
support. 

Williams’s excitement 
about the Work Ready pro- 
gram intrigued the interns. It 
made them wonder what they 
could do to help Martin Coun- 
ty become Work Ready. 
Throughout her presentation, 
she spoke of opportunities 
that future high school gradu- 



ates in Martin County would 
have available to them if they 
lived in a Work Ready Com- 
munity, especially those that 
don’t want to attend college. 
For those that want to transi- 
tion directly into the work- 
force, there will be programs 
that will help them be more 
eligible for jobs. 

Williams explained to the 
interns that there are six com- 
ponents Martin County has to 
meet before they are consid- 
ered a Work Ready Commu- 
nity. The six components are 
graduation rate, National 
Career Readiness Certificate 
Holders (NCRC), community 
commitment, educational 
attainment, soft skills mea- 
surement, and Internet avail- 
ability. Each of the compo- 
nents has a minimum level for 
qualification. The graduation 
rate component requires a 
minimum high school gradua- 
tion rate of 82.2 percent. The 
National Career Readiness 
Certificate (NCRC) Holders 
component requires that the 
county has to have a plan in 
place to have 9 percent of the 
working age population 
between 18-64 years old certi- 
fied with the NCRC. Commu- 
nity Commitment requires 



support for a Work Ready 
Community from the elected 
officials, workforce develop- 
ment, businesses, industries, 
economic development as 
well as educators in the com- 
munity. The educational 
attainment component 
requires the percentage of 
working age (18-64) adults 
with at least a two-year degree 
be at 25 percent with a plan to 
increase to 32 percent within 
three years; and 39 percent 
within five years. Soft skills 
measurement requires that a 
sustainable program be in 
place to address work ethic or 
soft skills development (atten- 
dance/punctuality, communi- 
cation, teamwork, leadership, 
critical thinking, etc.) and cre- 
dentialing for both the sec- 
ondary school and postsec- 
ondary adult populations . 
Lastly, for Internet availabili- 
ty, high-speed Internet service 
must be available to 90 per- 
cent of housing units in the 
county. 

The end result is that 
becoming Work Ready will 
help our small community 
prosper and grow. Being a 
Work Ready Community will 
be beneficial to the future 
generations of Martin County.

3 . Know your apps 

Not every app is as bat- 
tery efficient as you might 
like. Some iOS apps run con- 
tinually in the background 
even when you aren't using 
them. To turn this feature off, 
go to Settings» General» 
Background App Refresh. 

In Android, see what apps 
are draining your battery 
under Settings»Battery 
Usage. You can then close or 
uninstall problem apps. 

For both iOS and 
Android, you can get more 
powerful free third-party 
battery apps like Battery 
Saver. For example, it moni- 
tors your phone to see which 
apps are burning up your 
battery life. That makes it 
easy to get rid of or turn off 
power-hogging apps you 
don't need or use. 

4. Turn off notifications 

Another way to improve 

battery life is stop the con- 
stant flow of notifications 



and updates from Facebook, 
email, games, sites and apps. 

Your phone will automat- 
ically pull these when it's 
connected to the Internet, 
and they can have a notice- 
able impact on battery life. 

To stop email updates in 
iOS 7, switch your email set- 
tings from "push" to "fetch." 

Go to Settings»Mail and 
select Contacts and Calen- 
dar. From there, change the 
mail settings to Fetch. 

If you're getting buried in 
Candy Crush updates, turn 
off these notifications to 
save juice. For handy tips on 
beating Candy Crush, visit 
http://www.komando.com/ 
tips/246776/tips-and-tricks- 
to-conquer-candy- 
crush?auth=checked . 

Go to 

Settings»Notification Cen- 
ter. From there, find the 
Include section and choose 
which notifications you want 
to turn off. 

On Androids , you have to 
turn off Notifications in the 
settings menu for each indi- 
vidual app. If you turn off 
notifications for email or 
social media, you can still 
check these manually. 

5. Battery saving mode 

For a quick way to extend 
your battery, simply put your 
gadget in Airplane Mode. If 
Airplane Mode is too limit- 
ing, some phones have a spe- 
cific battery saver mode. 

This shuts down non- 
essentials like Wi-Fi, auto- 
matic email checking, some 
updates and more. As an 
extreme example, the Sam- 
sung Galaxy S5 turns on a 
custom energy- saving look 
for the operating system and 



basically just works for 
phone calls and texts. 

For Android, go to Set- 
tings and turn "Power saving 
mode" to "On." In Windows 
Phone, go to the App 
list»Settings and tap Bat- 
tery saver. 

These tips are great for 
now, but both iOS 8 and 
Android "L" are coming later 
this year. iOS 8 will improve 
its battery usage monitoring 
to give you more control, 
similar to what Android has 
now. Find out more about 
iOS 8 and what's new about 
it by visiting http://www.

Android L is getting seri- 
ous tweaks to how it uses 
power across the board. In 
early testing, it improves 
battery life more than 30 per- 
cent over the current version 
of Android.
